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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's arguments in response to the Office action dated 09/24/07 have been fully 
considered. 

2. The 35 USC Section 1 12-second paragraph rejections are withdrawn in view of the 
present amendment and response. 

3. The 35 USC Section 103(a) rejections based on Vesley et al. (US 4,950,537) are 
withdrawn in view of the present amendment and response. Vesley does not teach or suggest a 
double-sided adhesive tape having light reflective and light shutting properties as claimed. 
Additionally, Vesley does not teach or suggest a substrate comprising a white layer, a silver 
layer, and a black layer that are superimposed in this order. 



EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

4. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee.

6. The application has been amended as follows: 

7. Claim 9: delete "a layer of color other than white and black" and insert "a silver layer" 
between "a white layer" and "and a black layer". 
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8. Claim 15: delete "being" and insert "are" between "wherein the colored layers" and "a 
white layer". Further delete "a layer of color other than white and black" and insert "a silver 
layer" between "a white layer" and "and a black layer". Moreover, add "from" between "in this 
order" and "the supporting substrate side". 

9. Claim 16: delete "being" at first instance and insert "is" between "the supporting 
substrate" and "a white substrate film". Further delete "being" at second instance and insert 
"are" between "the colored layers" and "of a color". Additionally, add "from" between "in this 
order" and "the white substrate film side". 

Reasons for Allowance 

10. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest prior art is 
Yamakami et al. (US 2004/0028895A1). Yamakami discloses an adhesive tape which combines 
light reflectivity and light shielding characteristics which is used for bonding between an LCD 
panel and a backlight case of an LCD module (abstract). However, the filing date of this 
reference is after the US filing date of the presently claimed invention, and the date of 
publication of this reference is after the US filling date of the presently claimed invention.
